WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
-—Carburetor trouble due to icing 
caused the loss at sea Jan. 21 of 
the Imperial Airways’ flying boat 
Cavalier, Wing Commander Vernon 


Brown, chief inspector of accidents 
of the British Air Ministry, re- 
ported today. 

Brown’s report was made public 
through the British Embassy here, 
and the text cabled to London. 
The Cavalier sank after a forced 
descent about 285 miles southeast 
of Long Island, New York, on a 
flight to Bermuda. Two of the 
eight passengers and one of the 
crew of five lost their lives. 
“The forced descent was due to 
fading of engines caused by com- 
plete loss of power in two inner 
engines and partial loss of power 
of two outer engines,” the report

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Durand, before he attempted a 
one-man stand against possemen 
in Clarksfork Canyon last Wednes- 
day night, visited three ranches 
near Powell, leaving at one a letter 
addressed to Sheriff Frank Black- 
burn of Park County, bearing a 
return address: “Undertaker’s Of- 
tice, Powell, Wyo.” The letter char 
jenged the sheriff to “have my head 
mounted and hang it up in the 
eourthouse.” The fugitive knew, he 
wrote, that he was “done for.” 

Hundreds of citizens filed past 
the body of the man they had 
known as a nature-loving individu- 
alist who, rather than attend to 
school or ranch duties, preferred to 
livé in the mountains for weeks, 
subsisting on game felled by his 
prodigious marksmanship and 
sometimes eating the meat raw. 

Killing of Bank Teller. 

John Gawthrop, 20, the dead tell- 
er of the First National Bank of 
Powell was one of three men 
Durand attempted to use as & 
shield when he stepped to the door 
of the bank carrying a rifle in one 
hand and a bag containing more 
than $2000 in the other. 

Powell townspeople, warned of 
Durand’s return by gunfire inside 
the bank, greeted the killer’s ap- 
pearance at the door with a fusil- 
lade of shots. The killer’s answer- 
Ing blasts nicked the ear of one 
witness and endangered others. 

The fugitive had driven to the 
bank in an automobile comman- 
deered from Harry Moore, Cody 
amateur radio operator, whom he 
had forced to drive him to his 
parents’ home and other points in 
the Powell flats. At his home 
Durand joked with his amazed 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. W. Dur- 
and, respected ranchers.

GRAND JURY CALLS M’KITTRICK 
IN INSURANCE FUND INQUIRY 


Attorney-General Ruled in 1935 
O’Malley Had Right to Make 
Compromise. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 25 
(AP). — State’s Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick must appear Tues- 
day before the United States grand 
jury here when its members, re- 
turning from their spring plowing, 
will resume investigation of a 
$447,500 fund in the $9,000,000 fire 
insurance rate compromise of 1935. 
He was subpenaed yesterday for 
appearance at 9:30 a. m. Tuesday. 

At the request of United States 
District Attorney Maurice Milligan, 
the jury is attempting to determine 
how the money was spent. Milli- 
gan contends it was paid by in- 
surance companies to the late 
Charles R. Street of Chicago, a 
co-trustee in the compromise. 

McKittrick, as Attorney-general, 
gave his official opinion in 1935 
that State Superintendent of In-

“The other passenger who lost 
his life, Mr. John Noakes, was se- 
verely injured at landing, as, con- 
trary to verbal instructions issued, 
he stood up to see what was hap- 
pening. He died six hours later. 
“Steward R. Spence, the member 
of the crew who died, wore him- 
self out assisting the passengers 
until he lost his reason.” 

The 10 survivors were rescued 
by the Standard Oil Co. tanker Esso 
Baytown after being in the water 
nearly 10 hours. 

Urges New Equipment. 

Flying boats of the Cavalier 
class, the report said, should have 
equipment to enable the crew to 
raise temperature of the incoming 
air before it reaches the carbure- 
tor jets, with temperature indica- 
tor visible to pilots. It also urged 
that passengers be strapped in their 
seats at take-off and landing. 
The report revealed that Capt. 
Alderson had experienced previous 
trouble from carburetor icing, al- 
though the Cavalier had a carbur- 
eter heating system. 

On Jan, 20, the day before the ac- 
cident, the Captain wrote a full re- 
port and forwarded it to London. 

“During the past few weeks,” he 
said, “I have been very concerned 
over the unsatisfactory functioning 
of Cavalier’s engines. ... 

“It is not easy to believe that this 
(icing) can occur when hot air is 
being used for the intake, with the 
chokes and induction elbows al- 
ready heated, but I am certain that 
it does. ... 

“The carbureter heating systems 
on Calalier have been checked re- 
peatedly for correct functioning, but 
it seems that they fail inherently.” 

The report cleared up confusion 
over a radio message from the 
plane saying, “running into bad 
weather, may have to earth.” Brown 
said this was widely interpreted as 
“may have to land,” and caused 
Alderson to be “unfairly criti- 
cised for complacency in continu- 
ing on his route, after knowledge 
that he was in trouble, for 49 min- 
utes, beforesthe accident occurred.” 

“May have to earth,” it was ex- 
plained, merely meant grounding of 
the radio aerial to cut out static. 

The report said all British regu- 
lations, under which the Cavalier 
was operated, were complied with 
and that the plane was in good con- 
dition prior to its departure. 
Weather reports justified Alderson 
in making the flight, it added.

There are lots of ways to take the 
profits out of war. One might, for 
instance, tax surplus incomes over 
and above the average of the three 
preceding years on the assumption 
that increases are due to war prof- 
its and rising prices—because in 
war the sellers have the market. 

Or one might let everybody make 
as much money as he can and then 
make a levy on capital when the 
war is over—and won. 

Or we may keep out of war by 
keeping cur heads. Or we may de- 
cide that an illimitable reign of 
terror is worse than a war. 

But to give notice to the world 
and ourselves that we shall accom- 
pany war with revolution is to make 
an international promise to com- 
mit suicide.

AGE PENSION TAX 


Leaders of Both Parties 
Approve Morgenthau’s 
Suggestion for Reducing 
Levies to Aid Business. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau's proposal to ease the So- 
cial Security Tax schedule met to- 
day with the approval of leaders in 
both the major parties. There was 
every indication that Congress 
would translate the suggestion into 
law. 

Republicans hailed Morgenthau's 
r~- ve as evidence that the Adminis- 
tration had come around to their 
viewpoint, 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, co-author of the Social Se- 
curity Act, told reporters he thought 
the Treasury proposal would pave 
ths way for a system in which the 
Government would share the cost 
of old age pensions out of its gen- 
eral revenues, instead of letting 
employers and employes pay the 
whole bill. 

Morgenthau, appearing before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
yesterday, proposed modification of 
old age insurance levies, which now 
are scheduled to increase automati- 
cally over the next three years. 

The payroll taxes now are 1 per 
cent on employers and 1 per cent 
ca employes. They are scheduled 
to increase % of 1 per cent on each 
next year and to reach 3 per cent 
on each in 1949.

PERKINS IMPEACHMENT 
MOVE KILLED IN HOUSE 


Committee Reports There. Are 
No Grounds for Proceeding 
Against Cabinet Officer. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—A resolution for impeachment of 
Secretary of Labor Perkins was 
tabled in the House yesterday, end- 
ing a two-month investigation into 
her handling of the Harry Bridges 
deportation case. 

A few hours earlier the Judiciary 
Committee had reported unanimous- 
ly it found no justification for the 


removal of Miss Perkins and of 
two aids who also had a part in 
delaying deportation proceedings 
against the maritime leader of the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions. 

The motion to table the resolu- 
tion was made by Representative 
Hobbs (Dem.), Alabama, who head- 
ed a subcommittee which conduct- 
ed the investigation. It was adopt- 
ed by a voice vote. 

The author of the resolution, Rep- 
resentative Thomas (Rep.), New 
Jersey, said later “we have not yet 
heard the end of the Perkins 
case.” He said he would make a 
radio address next week on the 
matter. 

The 25 committee members re- 
ported unanimously they had found 
no grounds for impeachment, but 
the 10 Republicans filed an addi- 
tional, minority report which called 
for “condemnation and censure.” 
It said the confidence of the people 
in proper enforcement of the im- 
migrations laws, especially in re- 
gard to extreme radical and Com- 
munistic elements, had been “pro- 
foundly shaken” in the Bridges 
case. 

Thomas’ resolution accused Miss 
Perkins, James L. Houghteling, im- 
migration commissioner, and Ger- 
ard D. Reilly, Labor Department 
solicitor, of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors for not proceeding with 
deportation proceedings against 
Bridges.

NLRB REINSTATES |

Suspended After Being Quoted 
as Saying “Employer Hasn't 
Got a Chance.” 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The National Labor Relations 
Board reinstated Dr. Towne Nylan- 
der today as regional director at 
Los Angeles. He was suspended 
Feb. 27 “pending an investigation 
of the accuracy” of newspaper ac- 
counts of an address he made at 


Inglewood, Cal., Feb. 6. 

The Inglewood News quoted the 
regional director as saying, 
“When we go into a hearing, the 
employer hasn’t got a chance.” Ny- 
lander contended that what he had 
said was misinterpreted by the pa- 
per’s reporter. 

The board said an inquiry by 
Lieutenant-Commander James E. 
Brenner, United States Navy, re- 
tired, a law professor at Stanford 
University, showed no cause for the 
suspension.
